The Great Republic Appears To Be 
Determined to Meet Obstacle in 
Army Work—War Secretary Re- 
commends Relief of Corps of Un- 
military Work, 


Washington, Jan, 13.--linereased 
pay for enlisted men and a lightening 
of their routine duties in order to en- 
courage enlistments are urged by Sec- 
retary of War Taft in his annual re- 
port, made public to-day, He also 
urges the pressing need for offieers to 
replace the large number tiow detail- 
ed to Yecruiting duty, or as instructors 
in educational institutions, euch as 
the state universities, 

The report begins with a formid- 
able presentment of figures, showing 
the rapid decrease in the strength of 
the regular army in recent yeara (the 
loss last year being no less than 4,428 
men), The secretary declares that 
while many reasons have been ad- 
vanced to explain the difficulty, a 
sufficient one is to be found in the 
inadequacy of army pay. 

This diffieulty is especially notice- 
able in the coast defence, and, where 
the service requires a high degree o! 
mechanical skill, and the training ne- 
cessary to develop the men leads to 
their acquisition of a  considerab! 
knowledge of electricity and a skill 
in assembling and manipulating va- 
rious kinds of electrical apparatus in 
general use in the commereial world, 
The result is that by the time these 
men have sefved one enlistment they 
have attained a_ proficiency which 
commands a much higher remunera- 
tion in civil employment, than it does 
in the army, and they do not re-en- 
list. 

Favers Navy Plan for Army. 

“T think it quite probable,”’ the sec 
retary continues, “that an increase in 
the pay of enlisted men, including 
considerable additional inducements 
for men to re-enlist, and such reason- 
able inerease in the pay of non-com- 
missioned officers as would stimulate 
men to remain in the army and to 
qualify for these higher positions 
would have a marked beneficial effect 
on the recruitment of the army.’” 

The secretary favors the adoption 
for the army of the naval system, un 
der which the president is authorized 
to fix the rates of pay within defined 
limits, as a means of obtaining bette: 
discipline and a higher efficiency, 

He also recommends the creation of 
a general service corps to relieve the 
soldiers of the vast amount of unmili 
tary work they are now called upon to 
perform. In his Opinion the military 
service should be eo attractivesand det 
sirable that it will not be difficult t 
get and hold the class of men needed 
for the enlisted personnel, and = t 
make army-service a life work, as. it 
used to be, by offering rewards for 
proficiency and greater increase of pay 
for length of service. y 

The regular army last year loSt 159 
officers and 26,310 enlisted amen 
through retirement, discharge, deathe 
and other causes, Although it was 4 
year of peace, i4 of the officers and 
389 of the men were killed in action 
or died oi wounds ar disease. 

Health Camo in Phillippines. 

The secretary has decided to create 
one of the new regimental posts at 
Baguino, in the Philippines, and ask 
for an appropriation for the purpose 
He also urges at enlargement of Fort 
McKinley reservation near Manila, by 
6,000 acres, at a cost of $185,000, and 
the construction of an electric railroad 
from Camp Overton, on the north 
shore from Mindanon, to Camp Kith 
ley on Lake Lanac, in the centre of 
the Moro country.

NEWS 


NEW YORKERS REVISE RULES, 


New York, Jan, 13.—The special com- 
mittee appobited by the amateur hockey 
league to revise the rules, has finished 
its work and its report has been adopted 
by the executive committee, Few changes 
were made in the laws of the sport. 
Many points, however, hate been made 
plainer, 

The principal change is one that refers 
to a puck bounding from. the body of 
the goalkeeper, Heretofore the players 
on the same sideas the goalkeeper were 
offside if they were between the goal- 
keepey and their opponents’ goal, The 
offside seldom wad called if the point 
played cleared a puck that bounded 
from the goalkeeper’s body. It was 
therefore decided to make the play 4 
legal one. % 

A point interesting to spectators is one 
that refers to the duty of the 1 um- 
pire, There was an erroneous idea pre 
valent that when the goal umpire raised 
his hand a goal had been scored. This, 
dowever, is not the case, and the new 
rules show explicitly thatthe goal um- 
pire has no jurisdiction over the award- 
ing of a goal, but simply states that the 
puck has entered the cage from the 
front. The referee judges whether ‘t 
it lawfully entered the cage and maw 
give his ruling even after the puck hae 
passed between the two goal posts, 

A decidedly radical change appears in 
connection with foul or rough playing. 
A clause appears in the new rules which 
states that the referee shall use his good 
judgment in awarding a penalty to see 
that the penalty does not work against 
the better interests of the non-offending 
team. The rule was adopted so as to 
do away with an intentional foul made 
by a man to stop the gome when his op- 
ponenis had a chance to score, 

A change was made in the rules that 
refers to tie games, It was the custom 
when the two teams were tied at the 
md of the second Aalf for the captains 
to arguy whether they should continue 
to play until one team had scored a goal, 
or for an extra period of ten minutes, 
There was always an argument.

$131,475 FOR BALL PLAYERS. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Jan, 13—At the an- 
nual meeting of the National Baseball 
Commission the report of the secretary 
John E. Bruce, showed that during the 
year the major leagues had paid $121,475 
for players drafted, and $82,026 for play- 
ers purchased outright, 

August Hermann, chairman of the 
Commission, reported that the Commis- 
sion had decided 90 cases during the yeat 
and that 3,057 letters and telegrams 
figurel in these decisions.
